Navy Head Draws Vivid Comparison 


Between T h is Mighty 
Force and 


Fleet United States Sent Around 


W orld Eleven Years Ago. 


Washington. July 19.—Officer* and 
m embers of the crews of the newly or­ 
ganized Pacific fleet were wished God­ 
speed and a safe and pleasant voyage 
by Secretary Daniels in a message sent 
to Admiral Hugh Hodman, fleet com­ 
m ander. on the eve of departure of the 
arm ada from Hampton Hoads for the 
W est coast. 
The secretary in his message drew 
a vivid comparison between the migh­ 
ty force that will steam out from be­ 
tween th*- Virginia capes and the fleet 
which the United States seut around 
the world l l years ago. 
Attention 
was called by tile sec­ 
retary to the fact that the force sent 
on the history making voyage around 
the world, the mightiest fleet the Unit­ 
ed States had ever gathered together 
previous to that time, was almost in­ 
significant in comparison w ith the new 
Pacific force. 
He commented on the 
fact that the new- West coast fleet will 
have a tonnage more than twice as 
Treat as that of the ship* assembled in 
I PU 7 under command of Admiral Kob- 
ley D. Evans. and said that while the 
most powerful vessel in the fleet that 
went around tile world mounted four 
12-lnch guns with a maximum effective 
range of 10,000 yards, the New Mex­ 
ico, Admiral Rodm an* flagship, and 
several other vessels of the Pacific 
fleet had batteries of 12 14 inch gun* 
capable of penetrating arm or at 20,000 
yards. 
Mr. Daniels, in com menting on the 
advance* in naval science achieved 
since tile fleet went around the world, 
pointed out that while in 1900 force 
was greatly restricted in its cruising 
radius by reason of using coal for fuel, 
Admiral Hodman's vessels for the most 
part were oil burners, while the New 
Mexico is electrically propelled, an in­ 
novation almost unknown then.
